SKIM MILK TO WASH LACE 


Nothing Better Can Be Found, and 
Its Cheapness Is Also a Rec­ 
ommendation. 


T he re is nothing so good to wash 
lacc as plenty of skim milk. 
It can be 
had for small cost, so tha t the lace if 
much soiled can be put through sev 
eral fresh supplies. 
Most persons m ake the m istake of 
rinsing out the milk. 
Instead do not 
vise w ater a t all and iron while still 
damp. 
This gives just enough stiff 
ness, does away with the necessity of 
sfarch or gum arabic and prevents the 
limpness tha t follows if the lace is 
Ironed dry without stiffening. 
T he best way to dry lace tha t you 
do n e t wish to iron is to stretch 
it 
tight on a table covered with a clean 
white cloth, pull out the edges and 
pin into place with m any pins.
